London, Sept. 21.—The speech of 


Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the 
former liberal leader, to his constit- 
uents at New Tredgar, last night, 
and the massage of the Cape Town 
Afrikander members of parliament 
to President Kruger, have proved 
red flags to the "war-at-any-price" 
party. 


The Cape Town papers declare the 


action of the members of parliament 
amounts almost to treason and th? 
same terms are applied to Sir Wil- 
liam Vernon Harcourt's remarks by 
the English anti-Boer papers. 


Those who claim the situation has 


yet passed the rubicon of pacific ne- 
gotiations see in President Kvuger's 
answer to the Afrikanders a genu- 
ine desire to avoid hostilities. The 
report that he has personally peti- 
tioned Queen Victoria to avert hot- 
tilities certainly does not bear the 
alarmist report of the English corre 
spondents in South Africa that Pres- 
ident Kruger determined long since 
upon war. 


BOTH SIDES ACTIVE. 


Nex-ertheless, preparations for the 


event continue energetically on both 
sides.

'erence of governors and attorneys 
general to discuss the trust question, 
was late in assembling today. The 
members of the committee on reso- 
utions toiled until after midnight 
trying to bring together the widely 
divergent views presented. 
When 


they finally came to a conclusion, the 
matter was left in the hands of a sub- 
committee 
composed 
of Governor 


Benton McMillin, chairman, and At- 
torneys General Smith and Campbell 
to put into proper shape. 


At the time set for a resumption 


of the sessions of the conference, the 
sub-committee was still at. work for- 
mulating the resolutions, which will 
be presented in the shape of recom- 
mendations. 


Shortly before 10 o'clock, when 


Chairman Sayers called the confer- 
ence to order, there was a very slim 
attendance of both delegates and vis- 
itors. He announced that the com- 
mittee on resolutions would be ready 
to report at 11 o'clock and the con- 
ference took a recess until that time. 


At 11 o'clock the committee on res- 


olutions asked for further time and 
the 'conference recessed for another 
hour. 


THE REMEDY PROPOSED. 


On reassembling Mr. McMillin pre- 


sented the resolutions as adopted by 
the committee on resolutions. 
They 


are as follows: 


"Th* committee on resolutions, to 


stock in any corporation engaged in 
a similar or competitive business, the 
object or result of which is to create 
a trust or monopoly. 


'7.—Recognizing that trusts are 


usually composed of corporations and 
that corporations are but creatures of 
the law and can only exist in the 
place of their creation and cannot mi- 
grate to another sovereignty without 
the consent of the sovereignty, and 
that this consent may be withheld 
when desired, we recommend as the 
sensi, of this conference that each 
state 1 ass laws providing that no cor- 
poration which is a member of any 
pool or trust in that state or else- 
where can do business in that state. 


"Resolved, That it is the sense of 


thi? conference that all the capital 
•stock of private corporations should 
be fully paid either, first, in lawful 
money, or, second, in pioperty the ac- 
tual cash value of the amount of the 
capita, stock, and that in all private 
corporations with a capital stock is- 
sued in excess of the amount actually 
paid up as above provided, the share- 
holders shall be liable to the extent 
of twite the face value of the stock 
held by each.'' 


Governor McMillin, presenting the 


resolutions, said he was aware of the 
fact that trusts and combines to re- 
strain trade are in a degree always 
dependable upon federal, state 
or 


municipal governments for their con- 
tinuance. "This assemblage,'' he 
said, "is not to war on corporations 
or capital in any form. The object of 
these resolutions is, not to crush cor- 
porations or destroy capital, but to 
legulate.

HISTORY OF THE BATTERY. 


The Eleventh Indiana battery was 


recruited at Fort Wayne almost en- 
tirely, and bore upon its muster roll 
the names of 282 men and 
officers 


from Allen county. It was mustered 
into the service of the United States 
at Indianapolis December 17, 1861, 
with Arnold Sutermeister as captain. 
Soon after its organization the bat- 
tery moved to Louisville, and thence 
with 
Basil's army 
to 
Nashville, 


which place was reached on the 26th 
of February, 1862. The battery then 
moved with the rest of the army to 
Columbia, Tenn., and thence to Sa- 
vannah und Pittsburg Landing to re- 
enforce Grant. 
Owing to the diffi- 


culty of getting its heavy artillery 
over the wretched roads the battery 
was unable to participate in the bat- 
tle of Sbiloh. but it reached Grant's 
army immediately afterward 
and 


bore a principle part in the seige of 
Corinth until that place was evacu- 
ated by the enemy. The battery was

Barrett, Farnum & Co., in a hastily 


scrawled notice, announced the ina- 
bility of the firm to fulfill its con-

The new (It- 
vice is so constructed that it ran be 
operated in connection witli any 01- 
dinary flat car and consists of a f<>nr- 
teen-inch wheel which extends bark 
on the rail forty feet and is opciated 
from the car by a bull pole fastened 
to one side of the car and a hog iorl 
to the top; the latter is woikerl by :i 
Swivel, SO that the wheel ran be 
drawn up taut when thiowin^ the 
track to that side. In the center and 
in front of the car is placed a crab, 
which is connected to the wheel by a 
line working over a gin pole, this 
device elevating the track and throw- 
ing. 
When a piece of track is to be 


changed the wheel is placed on the 
rail, to the side to which it is to be 
moved; everything being ready, the 
engineer opens the throttle and in 
five minutes the track is changed 
from twelve to eighteen inches with- 
out having to lift the ballast before- 
hand. All that is neccessary to run 
back over the track already moved 
is to lift the wheel and the train can 
pass over the rails in their new po- 
sition, this all being accomplished 
inside of fifteen minutes.

mulating the resolutions, which will 
be presented in the shape of recom- 
mendations. 


Shortly before 10 o'clock, when 


Chairman Sayers called the confer- 
ence to order, there was a very slim 
attendance of both delegates and vis- 
itors. He announced that the com- 
mittee on resolutions would be ready 
to report at 11 o'clock and the con- 
ference took a recess until that time. 


At 11 o'clock the committee on res- 


olutions asked for further time nnd 
the 'conference recessed for another 
hour. 


THE REMEDY PROPOSED. 


Oil reassembling Mr. McMIlHn pre 


sented the resolutions as adopted by 
the committee on resolutions. 
They 


are as follows: 


"The1 committee on resolutions, to 


which was referred several resolu- 
tions and papers, in lieu of all of 
them submits the following, with the 
recommendation that it be adopted 
by the conference: 


"That w« bfllieve the best present 


available remedies lie along the fol- 
lowing lines: 


1.—The enactment and 
enforce- 


ment both by the several states and 
the nation of legislation" that shall 
adequately and fully define as crimes 
any attempted monopolization or re- 
straint of trade in any line of indus- 


sto'ck in any corporation engaged in 
a similar or competitive business, the 
object or result of which is to create 
a trust or monopoly. 


'7.—Recognizing that trusts 
are 


usually composed of corporations and 
that corporations are but creatures of 
the l;uv and can only exist in the 
place of their creation and cannot mi- 
grate to another sovereignty without 
the consent of the sovereignty, and 
that this consent may be withheld 
when desired, we recommend as the 
sense o'f this conference that each 
state pass laws providing that no cor- 
poration which is a member of any 
pool or trust in that state or else- 
where can do business in that stats. 


''Resolved, That it is the sense of 


this conference tliat nil the capital 
stock of private corporations should 
bo fully paid either, first, in lawful 
money^ or. second, in property the ac- 
tual cash value of the amount of the 
{capita, stock, and that in all private 
corporations with a capital stock is- 
sued 111 excess of the amount actually 


up as above provided, the share- 


loldcrs shall be liable to the extent 
of twite the face value of the stock 


eld by each." 
Governor McMillin, presenting the 


•esolutions, said he was aware of the 
'act that trusts and combines to re- 
strain trade are in a degree always 
dependable upon federal, state 
or 


municipal governments for their con- 
:inuance. "This assemblage," he 
said, "is not to war on corporations 
or capital in any form. The object of 
these resolutions is, not to crush cor- 
porations or destroy capital, but to 
egulate.

A NEW TRACK THROWER. 


A track thrower by which a stretch 


of rails one thousand feet in length 
can be moved twelve inches either 
way, with the assistance of but a few 
men, was given a trial on the Penn- 
sylvania at Conway last week. D. 
C. Reese, an employe of Ihe Penn- 
sylvania company at New Brighton, 
is the 'inventor of this device ami 
from the results obtained at; HIR test 
it is probable that it will soon be put 
in use on all the roads. The new de- 
vice is so constructed that it can bn 
operated in connection with any or- 
dinary flat car and consists oC a four- 
teen-inch wheel which extends back 
on-the rail forty feet and is operated 
from the car by a bull pole fastened 


1 to one side of the car and a hog rod 
to the top; the latter is worked by a 
swivel, so that the wheel can bo 
drawn up taut when throwing the 
track to that sitle. In the center and 
in front, of the car is placed a crab, 
which is connected to the wheel by u 
line working over a gin pole, this 
device elevating the track nnd throw- 
ing:. When a piece of track is to be 
changed the wheel is placed on the 
rail, to the side to which it is to be 
moved; everything being ready, the 
engineer opens the throttle nnd in 
five minutes the track is changed 
from twelve to eighteen inches with- 
out having to lift the ballast before- 
hand. All that is neccessary to run 
back over the track already moved 
is to lift the wheel nnd the train can 
pass over the rails in their now po- 
sition, this all being accomplished 
iiiftido of fifteen minutes.
